In the mean while accept of this , wbich i worthy thy conſidera- 
tion, and doth containe the very marrow and wh 55 all or moſt of 
thoſe Lawes , which Jeſus Chriſt, the eternall wiſdome of the Fa- 
ther, thewght neceſſary for the adminiſtration of bis Kingdome in rigb- 
teonſneſſe and peace.
